Oat Raising In Bnrleigh Connty. 
The three farms adjoining Presidept 


Hayes' farm, near Bismarck, owned by 
Wm. Sebry, Geo. Joy and Walter Breen, 
yielded 60 bi shels of oats to the acre. 
David Stewart had a large tract under cul- 
tivation but owing to a fault ia putting in 
the grain the average was reduced to 46 
bushels per s«re. This, however, is about 
the average in the county as a few of the 
larger tracts were injured by hail and two 
or three tracjts by grasshoppers, Frank 
Donnelly, lu wever, had an acre and a 
quarter in ai i old cow yard, which yield 
ed over one lundred bushels to the acre. 
The grain is very heavy and weighs as 
high as 36 Ibs to the bushel, 32 being the 
standard we ght Oats are being raised 
principally n Burleigh County because 
of the local < lemand for that grain and 
several largt farms are devoted to grow- 
ing oats.

The Care of Harness. 


The first point to" observe ig* to 


the leather sot and ptiaple; this can __ 
dr«ne only by keeping it well charged 
wi$i grease; water is a ejistroyer of the&;, 
but mud and saline moisture, are even 
more distructive. Mud in drying, ab- 
sorbs the grease and ope ns the pores «j)f 
4he-4e»taer, making it*a ready prey to the 
water, while the salty character of the 
Meitepiration from the aiimai injures tbje 
leather, stitching and mountings. 
It 


therefore follows that to preserve a haif 
ness, the straps should bs washed-and oil- 
ed whenever they have been moistendd 
by sweat t>r soiled by mud. To do th:s 
effectually, the straps should be unbuck- 
led and detached: then wash with alittte 
water Had brown soap, i:hen coat with a 
mixture of neatsfoot oil and allow it to 
remain undisturbed until the water is 
dried out; the rubbing i£ important, as it, 
in addition to removing 
and grease, tends to close t ie pores anji 
gives a finish to the learner. In hanging; 
harness care should be taken to allow all 
straps to hang their full length; bridle 
gig saddles and collars should be hun 
upon forms of the shape of each. Ligl t 
is essential to the care of leather, ani 
when the harness closet is dark the doer 
should be left open, at least half the time 
during the day. All closets should be 
ventilated, and when possible they shouli 
be well lighted. To clean plated mould 
ings use a chamois with a little trip oi 
or rotten stone, but they should be scour 
ed as little as possible. Rubber covered 
goods are cleansed in the same way. 
Leather covered needs to he brushejl 
and rubbed with a woolen rag. If 
harness is thoroughly cleaned twice 
year, and when duly treated as we hav 
recommended, the leather will retain ills 
softness and strength for many years.

this pest. It does not confine its ravages 
to caqjets, but infests and injures wear- 
ing apparel, which has been left some 
time hanging in the closjets. One person 
reports that it bas been found eating cot- 
ton goods. The beetle s}> nearly resem- 
bles the one which is frequently seen on 
oacon, dried beef, etc., t|hat most house- 
wives, who happen to find one of these 
beetles on the window of a bedroom or 
chamber would suppose it to be the "ba 
con beetle."' In our own experience we 
have found them attacking the white por- 
tions of a carpet in preference to the col- 
ored parts. The larva, which does the 
mischief, is dark brown, uairy, oval in 
shape, and the hairs at the head and tail 
are those fringing the sides. If the car- 
pet be lifted carefully and quickly the 
little worm -about tlired-sixteenths of an 
inch long when fully grown—will lie 
perfectly still for a moment and then 
move rapidly into a convenient crack in 
the floor, or under the bkse-board of the 
room. The perfect beetle is supposed to 
subsist like its relative the "museum pest'' 
on flowers, or the honey therein, although 
they have not been taken on flowers, ex- 
cept in California. The beetle is black 
with a red line, down the back

Benjamin .Franklin first made the ob- 


servation, a hundred years, ago, that all 
so-called northeast storms, came from the 
west. This observation tf out 
philosopher has been sine ei so 
verified as to constitute a law. 
storms in this country n ove 
west in a general easterly directJjwn-Misu- 
ally a little to the no th of the east. 
Nearly all of them originated in! that sec- 
tion of the country marked on tne maps 
as the Western pllains—the high table 
lands between the meridian of ninety-five 
degrees on the east and the Rocl :y moun- 
tains on the west, comprising the area 
occupied by Montana, Dakota, E ebraska, 
Western Kansas, Indian Territo ry, New 
Mexico, Western Tv.xas,j and Nothern 
Mexico. The origin of a storm in this 
region may be stated as fi Hows. The air 
over a large sandy area, l>ecomi:ig rairi- 
fied by the intense heat ol the sin's rays 
and rapid radiation from the sandy sur- 
face, begins to ascerid; the moistl ire-laden 
air of the Missouri [and Mississippi val- 
^leys and the Gulf of Mexico on the one 
'hand and the cold current from tl ic Rocky 
mountains on the other rushes, is to take 
the place of that which is ascending 
We have thus produced an (easterly wind 
on the front or eastern side of the area of 
ascending air, and a westerly win* I behind, 
or on the western side of it; to the south, 
north, and intermediate joints tae wind 
will blow toward-the center frim those 
points around this area toward tl ie center. 
Now, if the earth Were flM and at rest, 
and the air over this sant yj area equally 
heated^ the wind wcmld blow im straight 
lin s from the circumference toward the 
center; ascend and spread out-at the top- 
there would be not motion ioiWrd or 
backward of the whole body of air, and 
this condition of things E light exist; for- 
ever. But, owing to th; configuration 
and motion of the earth, and tho laws ofr

Law an Art. 


The practice of law is an art 
There is 


no question that, like paintinjr or sculp- 
ture, there is necessary to its perfect at- 
tainments a certain native genius for its 
pursuit. But this does not mean, as in 
rhose arts, imagination,-taste, a delicate 
^ense of beauty in form and color. In 
he law a much more useful* as well as 
much more common quality, is the native 
foundation of success. 
It is a sound 


judgment, a clear head, a strong develop- 
ment of the reasoning fuculty, a capacitv 
to reduce all propositions to" the test of 
sound logic, without regard to the syllo- 
gism of Aristotls or Whately. and inde- 
pendence of rhetoric as a science or an 
embellishment. But this natural faculty 
like all other gifts of nature, is suscepti- - 
ble of vast improveuient in its use bv 
cultivation. I confine myself at present 
to the latter. And by this trainino- I 
mean the exercises of the faculties in the 
best mode possible of presenting your 
case to the tribunal which must decide it; 
I mean the restraint which use enables 
you to impose on an exuberant imagina- 
tion, the caution which experience teaches 
of careful statement and safe movements 
the courage which familiaHty inspires in 
battling for the- rights-ana above all the 
skill which is required by constant obser- 
vation, practice and correction, in setting 
forth your case in the krongest light and 
the most inviting aspect. It is a very 
common error, when a lawyer has adroit- 
ly made an unwilling witness tell the 
truth; or more frequently, when he has 
made a telling argument to court or jury, 
delivered with a captivating ease and 
grace, for the ordinary iistner~to imagine . 
that it cost no labor or trouble. I have 
heard men who had the sense and taste 
to admire such a speech, declare m the 
utmost good faith that they Mere them- 
selves intended by nature for lawyers be- 
cause they caught with such readiness 
the force and beauty of the argument 
and saw with clearness the proposition it 
sustained. But the experienced opponent, 
or the observing judge, could see without 
difficulty that the apparently artless im- 
portu address was the perfection of art 
itself, concealing the long and laborous 
study pieviously given to the case, and 
careful systematic mode of presenting it, 
determined on before the orator had 
opened his mouth. All the important 
propositions maturely considered, and in 
citical exigency of the argument, thej 
very words selected in which it is to be 
expressed. All this is the result of train- 
ing^ of constant and theughtful criticism 
on your own style, of careful pieparation 
for every occasion; of a review, after the 
ettbrt is over, of the manner in which it 
has been made, and a considerable reso- 
lution to profit in future by any failure 
or defects that may be discovered.—Jus- 
tice Miller of the U. S. Sum-erne Court.

How few of us have traced the history 


of the hat! The felt hat is as old as 
Homer. The Greeks rnaeie them in skull 
caps—conical, truncated, narrower broad 
brimmed. The Phyrgian bonnet has 
an elevated cap without a brim, the apex 
turned over in front. It is known as the 
Cap of Liberty. An ancient figure of Li- 
berty, in the time of Antonius Livy, 
A. D. 145, holds threap in his right hand. 
The Persians wore soft caps; plumed hats 
were the head-djess of the Syrian corps 
of Xerxes; tne broadbrim was worn by 
the Macedonian Kings. Castor means a 
beaver. The American captive wore a 
plug hat. The merchants of the four- 
teenth century wore a Flanders beaver; 
Charles VII., in 1469, wore a 
felt hat 


lined with red and plumed. The English 
men and women in 1510 wore close wool-» 
en or knitted caps; two centuries ago hats 
were worn in the house. Pepys in his 
diary in 1664, wrote: "ISjeptember, 1664, 
got a severe cold because I took off my 
hat at dinner," and again, in January, 
1665, 
he got another cold by sitting too 


long with his head bare to allow bis 
wife's maid to comb his hair and wash 
his ears. And Lord Clarendon, in his 
essay, speaking of the decay of respect 
due the aged, says "that in younger days 
he never kept his hat on beft re those 
older than himself except at dinner." 
In the thirteenth eentury Pope Innocent 
jV. allowed the Cardinals the use of the 
scarlet cloth hat.
